The Alabama Democracy. Montgomery, June 5.
The regular Democratic Convention adopted resolu

tions to-da- y sending delegates to the Itichmond Con
vention, with authority, however, to go to Baltimore if
the Richmond Convention should so determine. But if
the Baltimore Convention should refuse to
the platform adopted at Charleston, and refuse to adopt,
in substance, the pratform of the majority of States, the
delegates are instructed to withdraw again to Richmond,
and there to Dominate candidates for tho Prowdeooy aud
Vice Presidency. In pursuing this course the Conven-
tion has been influenced by dispatches from Virginia
and Georgia, pledging future in case the
Baltimore Convention should iau to comply with their
demands. The Randolph county delegation, with one
exception, withdrew from the regular Convention. The
is at lonal Democratic (Douglas) Convention will ap
point delegates to Baltimore and Presidential Electors
tcr the State at large.

Destructive Storms at the West. Louisville,
June 4. A violent though brief storm visited this re
gion to-da- y, doing some damage here and on the Leban-
on branch of the Louisville and Nashville railroad de
stroying buildings, crops of wheat, corn and trees in
Bullitt and Marion counties.

St. Louis, June 5. A storm on Saturday last was
severely felt at Alton, Illinois. The total los3 will ex-

Fatal Accident on the East Tennessee and Vir
ginia Railroad-Tw- o Men Killed.
